WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 
“A very difficult question,” the Pres 
ident calls the traffic casualties of the 
time. The figures that he cites—24,009 
persons killed 
in a year 
upon the 
streets and highways of the country, 
and prob ab ly more than 500,000 in­ 
jured. This means that over a period 
of the same length as our participa­ 
tion in the world war Americans are 
losing three-fourths as many lives on 
streets and roads as they lost to Ger­ 
man b ullets, and running up in addi­ 
tion a non-fatal casualty list thrice as 
great as they did ab road.
